Deer-Hunting Law 
Stirs Controversy

The 
difficu lty this time lies in the 
reg u lations 
annou nced

Conserv ation Commission for the 
1951 deer season, which decree 
that the hu nter may leg ally take 
one whitetail reg ardless of size, 
ag e, sex or condition of antlers. 
At a nu m ber of meeting s held 
recently , sentiment seems solidly ,

in fact, that it is impossible we 
can hav e considered calmly and 
impassionately the ev idence which j 
the Commission has presented in ; 
su pport of its proposed reg u lation. 
Yet this hardly seems a reasonable 
attitu de, 
becau se 
we 
who 
are 
sportsmen 
and 
conserv ationists 
had mu ch to do with setting u p ■ 
the non-political Missou ri Con­ 
serv ation Commission and seeing 
that it is staffed with competent 
j 
wildlife scientists and technicians. 
The controv ersy will 
hav e a 
familiar ring in the ears of in­ 
terested citizens of other states 
which preceded Missou ri in bring - | 
ing back their whitetail deer, for 
it is in no sense new. And since 
the sportsmen in these states al­ 
most inv ariably won ou t, only to 
see their deer herds ev entu ally 
decimated throu g h starv ation and 
disease brou g ht abou t by ov er­ 
popu lation, it is v ital 
that we 
here in Missou ri take a carefu l 
look at the record before we pitch 
the 
new 
reg u lation 
ov erboard. 
There is no dou bt we can do this 
it we w ant to, for we are “the 
people” 
and 
the 
Conserv ation 
Commission is merely ou r ag ent. 
The first qu estion is w hether 
the Commission has done a g ood 
job in bring ing back the deer, ev en 
thou g h 
they wou ld be 
first to 
admit that they hav en’t done it 
alone. The answer is in the rec­ 
ord; 
and. it 
indicates that 
ou r 
wildlife men know plenty abou t 
whitetails 
and 
are 
constantly 
learning more. Fifteen y ears ag o 
in Missou ri, deer had v anished 
entirely from 9 0 per cent of their 
rang e and were on the way to 
total ex tinction. Nor did any of 
u s who are complaining abou t the 
proposed 
season 
on 
does come 
forward with sou nd plans for re­ 
bu ilding the herd. We tried sev e­ 
ral 
plans, inclu ding importation 
of deer from other states and long 
closed 
seasons, 
bu t 
they 
di %,‘t 
work. 
The come-back started with two 
simu ltaneou s happening s. We set 
u p a new Conserv ation Commis­ 
sion headed and started by com­ 
petent wildlife men; and we estab­ 
lished 
two National 
Forests 
in 
Missou ri 
where 
timber 
went 
u nder g ood manag ement. In other 
words, we started to rebu ild habi­ 
tat for the whitetail deer and we 
created 
an 
ag ency 
to 
manag e 
scientifically the g rowth, distri­ 
bu tion and harv est of these deer. 
Today we hav e reports of deer 
being seen in ev ery cou nty in 
Missou ri. Fig u res are apt to be 
misleading , bu t the herd certainly 
totals at least 60,000 animals and 
is still g rowing wherev er there is 


food and cov er to su pport it. It I 
is recog nized that in some a re a s1 
of the deer rang e today there are 
the u nmistakable dang er sig ns of 
ov er-browsing which means that 
the popu lation is beg inning to ou t­ 
g row its food su pply . And this 
g rowth has taken place in the face 
of an illeg al, ou t-of-season kill 
which has probably alway s ex ­ 
ceeded the leg al harv est. 
These facts indicate that the 
Commission, with whom I hav e 
disag reed more than once on deer 
policy , hav e made an ov er-all su c­ 
cess of their job. They hav e, in a 
comparativ ely short time, brou g ht , 
deer back tc most of the Missou ri j 
deer cou ntry . They hav e seen to I 
it that as new areas dev eloped 
carry ing capacity , seed stock was i 
introdu ced. They hav e manag ed | 
the harv est well and held the 
illeg al kill within limits which are 
reasonable, considering the dif­ 
ficu lties of terrain and other fac­ 
tors inv olv ed. The qu estion in the | 
present 
controv ersy , 
then, 
is i 
whether they know their job well 
enou g h so we shou ld continu e en­ 
tru sting them with manag ement 
of the deer harv est; or whether 
we know more abou t deer t h a n , 
they do. 
There are sev eral acts to con­ 
sider in making su ch a reg u lation. 
One of these, althou g h 
it isn’t 
g ood form to stress it, is that in 
recent seasons Missou ri sportsmen 
hav e killed, wou nded and left in 
the 
woods to rot or die v ery 
nearly as many dog s, fawns and 
spike bu cks as they hav e taken ; 
ou t leg ally in the form of bu cks 
with fou r points or more on their 
antlers. I don’t know why this 
shou ld be so, bu t the ev idence is 
there for any trained woodsmen 
to 
see. 
Front 
this 
standpoint, 
therefore, 
the 
new 
reg u lation i 
wou ld merely leg alize the taking 
of many deer which are shot any ­ 
way . And the point at issu e is 
w hether the take of antler-less 
deer ov er and abov e those now 
killed and left in the woods wou ld 
dang erou sly decimate 
the 
herd. 
The 
Commission 
believ es, 
with 
more ev idence than can be g ather­ 
ed by any sportsman or g rou p of 
sportsmen, that it wou ld not. 
Other factors inv olv ed are the>e: 
The Missou ri herd wou ld jiltify 
a harv est of arou nd 6000 leg al 
deer per y ear; while to date it 
has barely reached 25 per cent 
of this fig u re. In ev ery other state 
where this has happened, disaster 
in the form of ov er-browsing and 
ev entu al starv ation plu s a per­ 
manent decline in carry ing capac­ 
ity has resu lted. Since it wou ld 
be u nwise to take this entire h ar­ 
v est in the form of m atu re bu cks, 
the answ er of the Commission is 
the “any deer” season. There are 
! areas, 
especially 
in 
the 
deep 
Ozarks where the leg al kill is 
low, in winch concentrations are 
admittedly bu ilding u p to the dan­ 
g er 
point. 
The 
new 
reg u lation 


wou ld ease the browsing pressu re 
in these potential trou ble spots. 
In the Ozark border cou nties, with 
a 
big 
percentag e 
of cu ltiv ated 
land, the rang e of almost ev ery 
m atu re bu ck is known when the 
season opens. And here the per­ 
centag e of matu re males being re­ 
mov ed is probably too hig h, which 
will soon resu lt in a lowering of 
v itality in the whole herd. 
Most important factor in oppos­ 
ing the new reg u lation is a natu r­ 
al, emotional, sentiment on the 
part of sportsmen ag ainst killing 
does and y ou ng deer. It is a senti­ 
ment which has brou g ht the herds 
to disaster throu g h ov er-popu la- 
tion in one state after another, all 
across America. And it ju st doesn’t 
jibe with the facts, ev en thou g h 
the aew reg u lation doesn’t pre­ 
v ent any hu nter from shooting 
only at 4-point or 10-point bu cks 
if he wants to. I like to believ e 
I 
know7 something 
abou t deer, 
thou g h no more than other ou t- 
doorsmen who hav e the oppor­ 
tu nity to spend time in the woods. 
Bu t pu t me u p ag ainst a fellow 
like Bob Du nkinson, the Conser­ 
v ation Commission biolog ist who 
spends 
3 65 day s ou t of his y ear 
liv ing with 
whitetails, 
stu dy ing 
their rang e, food and breeding 
habits; and I’ll admit I’m a rank 
amateu r. And since Bob is ju st 
one of many technically trained 
rnen whose finding s help the Com­ 
mission make u p its mind on the 
deer harv est. I’ll g o along with 
them on the proposed 1951 h u nt­ 
ing reg u lations.

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Outdoor Life 
Deer-Hunting Law 
Stirs Controversy

There’s 
a 
tempest 
brewing 
among 
sportsmen 
and 
conser- j 
vationists in 
Missouri; although! 
this is not unusual, since we are 
a bunch of enthusiasts never sat­ 
isfied with the status quo. The 
difficulty this time lies in the 
regulations 
announced 
by 
o u r , 
Conservation Commission for the 
1951 deer season, which decree 
that the hunter may legally take 
one whitetail regardless of size, 
age, sex or condition of antlers. 
At a number of meetings held 
recently, sentimeqt seems solidly, 
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in fact, that it is impossible we 
can have considered calmly and 
impassionately the evidence which 
the Commission has presented in 
support of its proposed regulation. 
Yet this hardly seems a reasonable 
attitude, 
because 
we 
w’ho 
are 
sportsmen 
and 
conservationists 
had much to do with setting up 
the non-political 
Missouri Con­ 
servation Commission and seeing 
that it is staffed with competent 
wildlife scientists and technicians. 
The controversy will have a 
familiar ring in the ears of in­ 
terested citizens of other states 
which preceded Missouri in bring­ 
ing back their whitetail deer, for 
it is in no sense new. And since 
the sportsmen in these states al­ 
most invariably won out, only to 
see their deer herds eventually 
decimated through starvation and 
disease brought about by over­ 
population, it is vital that we 
here in Missouri take a careful 
look at the record before we pitch 
the 
new 
regulation 
overboard. 
There is no doubt we can do this 
if we want to, for we are “the 
people” 
and 
the 
Conservation 
Commission is merely our agent. 
The first question is whether 
the Commission has done a good 
job in bringing back the deer, even 
though 
they would 
be first to 
admit that they haven’t done it 
alone. The answer is in the rec­ 
ord; 
and. it 
indicates that our 
wildlife men know plenty about 
whitetails 
and 
are 
constantly 
learning more. Fifteen years ago 
m Missouri, deer had vanished 
entirely from 90 per cent of their 
range and were on the way to 
total extinction. Nor did any of 
us who are complaining about the 
proposed 
season 
on 
does come 
forward with sound plans for re­ 
building the herd. We tried seve­ 
ral plans, including importation 
of deer from other states and long 
closed 
seasons, 
but 
they 
di%.'t 
work. 
The come-back started with two 
simultaneous happenings. We set 
up a new Conservation Commis­ 
sion headed and started by com­ 
petent w ildlife men; and we estab­ 
lished 
two National 
Forests 
in 
Missouri 
where 
timber 
went 
under good management. In other 
words, we started to rebuild habi­ 
tat for the whitetail deer and we 
created 
an 
agency 
to 
manage 
scientifically the growth, distri­ 
bution and harvest of these deer. 
Today we have reports of deer 
being seen in every county in 
Missouri. Figures are apt to be 
misleading, but the herd certainly 
totals at least 60,000 animals and 
is still growing wherever there is 


food and cover to support it. It | 
is recognized that in some a re a s1 
of the deer range today there are 
the unmistakable danger signs of 
over-browsing which means that 
the population is beginning to out­ 
grow its food supply. And this 
growth has taken place in the face 
of an illegal, out-of-season kill 
which has probably always ex ­ 
ceeded the legal harvest. 
These facts indicate that the 
Commission, w'ith whom I have 
disagreed more than once on deer 
policy, have made an over-all suc­ 
cess of their job. They have, in a 
comparatively short time, brought j 
deer back tc most of the Missouri j 
deer country. They have seen to | 
it that as new areas developed 
carrying capacity, seed stock was J 
introduced. They have managed | 
the harvest well and held the 
illegal kill within limits which are 
reasonable, considering the dif­ 
ficulties of terrain and other fac- j 
tors involved.

w hether they know’ their job well 
enough so we should continue en- i 
trusting them with management 
of the deer harvest; or w hether | 
we know more about deer th a n , 
they do.
